The patient should be well covered 
as to the body; the pail or otber re 
iceptacle for the water should be deep 
and preferably narrow, for the higher 
the water reaches up the calves of 
the legs the better. A heaping ten- 
spoontul of mustard should be ad 
ded, and the feet should go into wa- 
ter as hot as can be borne, fresh hot 
Water being slowly ho fwd that in 
tho bath cools. The |\whole process 
should last twenty minutes to. half 
an hour, during which a glass of hot 
water or lemonade should be slowly 
ipal. 
| It ia perfectly ridiculous for the 
patient to take the fect out of the 
water, dry them, and go to clearing 
up the room, as is sometimes done, 
Five minutes attention from a sec 
ond person is absolutely needed at 
this juncture, as it is most import- 
ant that the feet should be quickly 
dried, and the patient immediately 
‘covered up very warm, preferably 
with a hot bottle to the feet, in or- 
der that the profuse perspiration, 
Which is the principal result to be 
desired, should not be checked. If 
this process is faithfully carried out, 
a cold will generally be found 
scotched the next morning. 

A headache, especially that variety 
known as nervous, may often be 
irelieved by a warm. not necessarily 
a very hot, foot-bath. The footsore, 
overdriven housewife cin gain bless- 
ed relief for her aching muscles and 
tired nerves by ten minutes devoted 
to a warm foot-bath. A very cross 
baby can often be converted into a 
cherub by ‘the same simple treat- 
ment. There are many times and 
places in Which it is not convenient 
to give the baby a warm tub-bath, 
and then a pint of warm water and 
a very small basin will serve for 
the miracle-working foot-bath.

Against Immigration. 


Steps Taken to Stem 
Ireland. 


London, Sept. 28.—At a meeting 
of the committee ot the Anti-imigra- 
tion Society, of Dablin, leaflets giv- 
ing warning by Catholic Bishops 
against emigration were ordered to 
be distributed at various places in 
Galway and other counties. A let- 
ter from an annoymous correspon- 
dent, which was read, stated that 
almanacs showing pictures of Mani- 
toba free farms were being distri- 
in the shops. The committee 
asked that in view of the exposure 
by Father Dollard and others as to 
the hardships and distitution which 
had been the lot of emigrants on 
these farms, sympathizers be asked 
to look out for these almanacs and 
forward copies to the society, and 
also particulars of the persons cir- 
culating them. 


New Field Gun. 


A Fifteea-Pounder Rapid Firer That is Said 
to de the Best in Europe. 


the Flow From 


London, Sept. 26.— The Tele- 
graph’ says that the British War 
Office, after three years of experi- 
ments, has substantially adopted a 
new type of field gun, whieh is de- 
clared to be the best in Europe. It 
18 a fifteen-pounder rapid firing gun, 
which is effective with shrapnel at a 
range of 6,500 yards, but isable to 
plant shells at a range of more than 
ten thousand yards. The same 
paper also states that the War 
Office has practically decided to 
rearm the cavalry with a light, 
straight, thrasting sword, discarding 
the new short lance. 


Matrimenial Bureau. 


Toronto, Gere. : 25.— Mr. J. J. 
J. Kelso, superintendent of Neglect - 
ed Children, stated to-day that he 
was considering the advisability of 
establishing a matrimonial bureau 
in connection with his department. 
There are now, he says, under the 
supervision of his department about 
2,000 boys and girls in different 
parts of the country. Many of these 
are from 18 years of age and there- 
fore, approaching the marriageable 
age. Many ofthe young women, he 
believes, will make excellent wives. 
His opinion is that through the 
medium of the proposed bureau, 
many young farmers in New On- 
tario, Manitoba and the North- 
West might obtain excellent part- 
ners for lite. 

Government Revenues. 

The receipts of the Government 
from Crown lands for the eight 
months endings August 31 were 
$540,000. Tue revenue from 
Dominion subsidies up to date has 
been €225,000, and from invest-

Then the horse is taught to swim 
in company with others, beside a 

„ by way of training him to 
crosg rivers with his regiment en 
masse. The horses are divested of 
all seddlery but head collars and 
head ropes. The men of each troop 
get into a boat, and by means of 
the head ropes bring their horses in- 
to the water alongside. Then the 
boat is hauled across the river by a 
rope manned from the opposite side, 
and the horses necessarily follow. 

At times the horses are exercised 
in bearing their riders across on 
their backs. The horse wears only 
the head collar and bridoon, and the 
rider strips himself, and throws his 
legs up along the horse's flanks so 
as not to impede the animal's move- 
ments. As the horse naturally swims 

ery low in the water, the rider's 
weight pushes him down until only 
his head is above the surface. But 
the animal soon gets over the uneasi- 
ness this causes him at first. Then 
the horse’s tuition is complete, and 
he is classed in his regiment as

HOW POLO IS PLAYED. 


Essential Features of Great Horse- 
Back Game. 


Pold is probably the oldest exist- 
ing sport, as it dates back to 600 
B. C., when it was played in Persia. 
Until a comparatively recent date it 
was known only in the east, and 
the first Englishmen to play it were 
planters of Bengal, It 
was introduced into England at Al- 
dershot in 1871 by the 10th Hussars, 
has made a great progress as a pop- 
ular sport, and has undergone many 
changes for the better, 

Ag the game is now, there are 
four players on a side, on ponies 
varying from 13 hands to 14.2, 
which is the standard limit of 
height. The balls are regulated to 
three inches in diameter, and are 
made of willow wood, painted white. 
Sticks vary in size, shape and length 
according to the fancy of the play- 
ers. The handles are made of rat- 
tan, and the most popular head in 
America is cigar-shaped. The ground 
has boards along the side to keep 
the ball in play. The goal posts 
are eight yards apart, and are made 
of wicker or paper to avoid danger 
to the player or pony in the event 
of colliding against them. 

Each player has a named position 
in the game, viz., No. 1 No. 2, No. 
8 and No. 4. Nos. 1 and 2 are the 
forward players, No. 3 half-back, 
and No. 4 back. The teams line up 
ifacing each other, and the hall is 
thrown in by the umpire. The dura- 
tion of play is one hour, divided in- 
to six periods of ten minutes each. 
| ‘The bell sounds at the end of each 
ten minutes, but the play goes on 
until the ball is out of play, 
the excess of time is deducted 
the next period. As there is an 
interval between each period, the 
factual time required for a match is 
about two hours,

| outdoor game played, being not only 
ond of ski'l, both in horsemanship 
and the. use of the stick, but of 
strategy and discipline.

A Sofia despatch says: Rila Moun- 
tains reports that the whole popula- 
tion of the district of Razlog, has 
been massacred or has fled. Three 
thousand women and children, fugi- 
tives from the Turkish sokliery, have 
arrived at Rila. Many villages 
around Razlog are said to be burn- 
ing. The town itself is surrounded 
with tents occupied by the Turkish 
troops, who avoid fighting, and ar- 
cording to the despatch attack only 
innocent people, A report issued by 
the revolutionary committer” at 
Monastir states that Turks killed 
over 200 peasants in a number of 
villages and while taking 130 vil- 
lagers to Nevesko they massacred 75 
of them. At another place, eighteen 
women were outraged, and then shut 
in a barn, which was set on firé.

Sandwiches vary as much as 
wards goodness, as do “mince 
They are co valuable in the 
banket that everybody ought to 
know how to make a number of 
kinds. Bread for sandwiches should 
be baked in baking powder cans 
(uli them half full of the dough) and 
should be of close texture and baked 
the day before it is wanted. Fruit 
sanihviches are much esteemed by 
children, and good ones are made 
of dates. Wash the dates, wipe 
them, take out the stones, mush, 
and add an equal quantity of finely 
chopped nut meats; moisten with a 
little lemon juice and spread on the 
bread. 

Onion sandwiches are much relish- 
ed by growing children and are 8 
for them. Slice the onion very n, 
salt slices of bread and butter and 
place the onion between. A bit of 
parsley will remove the odor from 
the breath. 

Always bake apples in a slow oven 
for a long time. Then the skin will 
be tender and the pulp well flavored, 
A quick fire wil give a burnt sur- 
face and tasteless pulp. Sweet ap- 
ples and sweet potatoes are the bet- 
ter for long, slow baking. 

Cammed fish should always be care- 
fully examined and if it seemm in the 
least suspicious as to quality it 
should not be used, Many cases of 
ptomaine poisoning have resulted 
from canned fish, As soon as u 
can is opened its contents should be 
taken out on a platter amd left in 
the air for am hour or two before 
using.

CARE OF MATTRESSES. 


Very few people take proper care 
of mattresses. In France or Ger- 
many they are remade every spring 
and the mattress-maker is a regular 
institution in the country. In how 
many houses in America is this 
done? It is considered too expen- 
sive to send them to shape, so they 
remain in the same condition for 
years, perhaps, and we get so used 
to lumpy beds that we accept them 
as ono of tho necessary evils of life. 

But if we cannot afford to have 
them remade every year, we can at 
least, take pains to keep them fresh. 
As toon as a Mattress is made it 
should be enclosed in a cover of un- 
bleached sheeting, ‘This will protect 
it from dust, and the sheeting should 
bo removed and washed at least once 
a year, Whenever a room is not 
likely to be used for some time, the 
mattress should be lifted from the 
beistead so that air reaches it on 
all sides. It seriously injures a 
good hair mattress to keep it for 
long without a proper airing, and 
every mattress in regular use should 
be turned at least once a weck.

IN THE WILDERNESS. 

Mr. Hanbury's route map and a de-

All through that vast flat region 
the divides between the various river 
Systems are hardly perceptible. At 
tho head-waters of the Ark-i-linik 
tributary of the Dubawnt River, for 
example, the divide is only a 
moss swale about three hundred 
yards across, On ono side the ex- 
plorers saw a little stream trickling 
westward to the Mackenzie and the 
‘Arctic Occan, and another to the 
east, moving toward Hudson Bay 
and the Atlantic. In the Barren 
Lands the divides were likely to be 
meely a very low ridge or a sand 
hillock, the waters on one side flow- 
ing to the north and on the other 
on the south, Some of the portages 
from one canoe 
were quite long, but others were 
short, 

One of the moat interesting fea- 
tures of the journey was the meeting 
with the Esquimaux of northern 
Canada and the Arctic coast, who 
are seldom seen. It was found that 
the natives living along the west 
coast of Hudson Bay are less numer- 
ous than formerly and some of their 
abandoned camps were seem. The 
Esquimaux from Hudson Bay to the 
Arctic were very helpful, travelled 
with the explorers for greater or less 
distances, helped them at the port- 
ages, guided them and made thom 
selves generally useful. Two of the 
Hudson Bay natives with their fami- 
lies travelled north to the Arctic 
coast with the explorers. As j 
Were partly dependent upon the 
game resources of the country the 
Esquimaux were particularly 

USEFUL AS HUNTERS, 

When within about ten miles of 
Ogden Bay, on the Arctic coast, the 
two Eequimaux were sent north to 
prospect, carrying presents te the 
const natives. The next evening they 
returned, bringing with them two 
coast Esquimaux, tall, strong men 
Aillering in no way from the Hudson 
Bay men except in the cut of their 
skin garments. They were timid at 
first, but gained confidence, gave Mr. 
Hanbury much information and 
agreod to accompany him. 

Travelling westward along the Arc- 
tic coast the party found an Esqui 
maux camp of two snow huts, und 
those huts containing five families 
and some visitors—-about forty-five 
persons in all. A little furtber west. 
about south of Victoria Land, they 
saw Esquimaux who were strangers to 
the Arctic natives who were accom 
|panying the party. Mr. Henbury 
thought these new-found natives bore 
nu more marked resemblance to the 
Mongolian type. They were friendly, 
but did mot invite the white men in- 
to their huts.

LOSSES IN MANURE. 


In 180001, three series of steter 
feeding eXperiments were made at 
the Pennsylvania Experiment Sta- 
tion, comparing the gat obt

The manure from the box stall was 
formed upon a cement floor, and was 
kept under the animals, compacted 
by their “trampling, until the close 
of the explrement; that from the ani- 
mals tied in the stalls and watered 
in the bifnyard was, on the con- 


compact heap under conditions close 
ly approximating those of a covered 
mantre shel, except that it was not 
subject to trampling by the stock, 

The fertDizing constituents in food 
and litter, less those used in form- 
ing new animal tissue, were com 
pared with those recovered in the 
two manures. The comparison is 
especially Interesting because of the 
increasing use of the covered shed 
method in Pennsylvania. 

The trampled manure suffered little 
loss ol fertilizing constituents, 
though less than two-fifths of the dry 
matter of food and litter was recev- 
erel in the manure. The covered 
shed manure lost one-third of its 
nitrogen, one-fifth of its potash, and 
one-seventh of its phosphoric acid. 
Only one-third of the dry matter of 
food and litter was recovered in the 
manure. The potash and phosphoric 
acid losses must be explaincd by 
secpage of liquid manure into the 
clay floor, The loss of nitrogen is, 
howaver, chiefly due to volatilization 
of carbonate of ammonia. 

The money value of the fertMicer 
constituents lost, by the second as 
compared with the first method, is 
equivalént to $2.50 for each steer 
stabled for six months. Therefore, 
manure, if prepared upon a tight 
floor and with such proportion of 
litter that it can he trampled into 
a compact mass, loses very little, if 
any, of its fertilizer c 
long as the animals remain upon it. 
This method of preserving steer ma- 
nure is therefore distinctly superior 
to that of the covered shed, though 
the lattcr method may not always 
exhibit as great loss as that observ- 
ed in this experiment.

SILO THE CORN. 


My opinion is that it would pay 
farmers to build a cheap stave silo 
and convert a portion of their late 
corn into silage this year, especially 
if they hatve young stock on their 
farms or can procure young stock at 
reasonable prices to feed this winter, 
writes Mr. E. D. Funk. J am not 
yet ready to say that it is the best 
for older cattle, Le., feeding cattle, 
nor have I any thoughts of saying 
that it is good feed for them. I 
have not yet proved that to my own 
satisfaction. 

Through the college of agriculture 
we have been conducting experiments 
along that linc on our farm and we 
expect to have some very interesting 
and valuable figures which will come 
out in bulletin form when the ex- 
poriment is fully completed.

A typical case in point occurred in 
August, 1864. An Orange proces- 
sion was passing through a Catho- 
le quarter of the city. Some ur- 
' chins started laughing at the queer 
looking regalia and insignia. The 
; wearers of the former and the bearers 
ot the latter showed their resent- 
mont by soundly cuffing two or three 
of the foremost of the jeering juven- 
| ile. Out of this trivial incident 

arose a series of fierce conflicts, in 
the course ,of which nine persons 
were killed outright, while no fewer 
than 150 were more or less seriously 
injured, 

In 1886 a similar thing happened 

again, only on this occasion it was 
an Ora child who jeered at 
some Catholic processionists. In the 
fighting that followed, eleven 
sons lost their lives, and more than 
250 were injured, while certain quar- 
ters of the city resembled a place 
which had been sacked by an enemy's 
army, 80 great was the havoc 
wrought by the ‘maddened combat- 
ants. 
This is bad enough, but far more 
appalling were the results attending 
upon an instance of ill-natured levity 
at Palermo, in Sicily, towards the 
close of the thirteenth century. 

At that time the French were in 
possession of the island, and they 
ruled with a rod of iron. ‘The un- 
‘happy inhabitants were plundered 
and oppressed in every way, but as 
they were forbidden to bear arms 
they had to suffer in silence. 

It was the custom among the Sic- 
ilians at that time, as it is among 
the Norwegians at the present day, 
‘for a young woman about to be mar- 


* ried to proclaim her purity to the 


world—if entitled to do so—by 
distinctive head-Aress. 

On a certain Easter Monday there 
passed through the streets of Paler- 

a bride, attended by her train, 

but minus the so-called maiden's 
crown. Her appearance was greet- 
ed by some Frenchmen lounging near 
the cathedral with derisive laughter, 
whereupon a male relative of the in- 
sulted damsel rushed at the nearest 
of the scoffers, and stabbed him to 
death with his sword. A frightful 
tumult ensued, Two hundred 
French were instantly murdered, and 
then., drunk with the lust of slaugh- 
tor, the enraged populace rushed 
through the city crying, let the 
French die.“ and slaughtering, with- 
out distinction of rank, age, or sex, 
all of that nation they could find. 
Five thousand perished that night. 
Three thousand more were killed the 
day following. This was in Paler- 
mo alone. Throughout the whole 
_island of Sicily there fcll more than 
twice that number—men, women, and 
children

defiance, humiliation and honor; the 
token of loyalty and tbe tenure by 
| Which estates have becn granted or 
| held. ; 
| The origin of the glove is unknown 
and its material history is not aid- 
ed to any extent by the history of 
ithe world itself, From all the evi- 
dence obtainable the glove probably 
constituted a part of man's dress 
trom time immemorial. If recent 
discoveries in the geological world 
are to be credited, it formed part of 
the costume of the pre-historic cave- 
dwellers. It is supposed that the 
gloves of the cave-dwellers were 
made of roughly-dressed skins and 
sewed with needles made of bone, 
and were not of ordinary sive, but 
reached to the elbows, thus antici- 
pating the multibutton glove of the 
Victorian era. They were known to 
the Greeks and also to the Persians 
and Romans. Among the Greeks 
j they were chiefly used by the labor- 
ers as a protection for the hands in 
gathering harvests. Among the 
Parisians and Romans they were al- 
80 Worn as ornaments, chiefly by the 
higher orders, particularly the mili- 
tary. 

They were considered a necessary 
adjunct to the regalia of royalty, 
and they were not generally worn by

THE REFORMATION.

In these daya of higher education 
and enlightenment. to tell a man of 
twenty that he is a child would 
probably give rise to a. rebuke which 
to many a lay mind would appear 
quite justifiable. 

And yet. so far as the law of the 
land goes, it would hardly be wrong 
to say so; for, until the age of twen- 
| ty-one is attained, legislature prac- 
tically tells us thet we are infants, 
and hardly capable of conducting our 
own affairs. Infant, derived from 
“infans,”’ one who cannot «peak; 
surely there is something of a mie 
nomer about this, especially when we 
speak of the fair sext But 80 it is, 
and so it will remain, for we are not 
a nation to drop these interesting 
| relics of language. howe abstruse 
the derivation may de. 

There is something of th beads-I- 
Win-tails-you-lose neture about the 
position of an infant. He may bor- 
row money as freely as people will 
oblige him, and unless he ta possess- 
ed of aconscience sufficiently per 
suasive to bring him to a sense of 
his moral duty. he cannot be sued 
with success, even though he may 
have obtained the loan for the pur- 
pose of paying for necessaries; for, 
as a learned judge once said: It 
may be borrowed for pecessaries but 
spent at a tavern." 

He may sell his horse, and give a 
Warranty that the animal is sound in 
wind and limb. And yet should it 
turn out that the proper purchaser 
should have been the cat's-meat man, 
the new possessor 


HAS NO REMEDY. 


He must make the best he can of 
a bad bargain, for the law in its 
wisdom has decided that a Warranty 
given by a minor is not worth the 
paper it is written on.

Ontario Crown Timber. 


The Province will learn with: satie- 
faction that a long step forward ia to 
be made in the management of that 
part of the Crown domain which con- 
sists of valuable timber, and especially 
of the white pine. The system at 
present in operation was inherited by 
the Ontario Legislature from pre-con- 
federation times, and though it has 
been somewhat modified of recent 
years, it still closely resembles what it 
was half a century ago. The Crown 
deriyes its revenue from timber in 
three forms—stumpage dues on cut 
trees, a yearly license fee for the privi- 
lege of cutting, and a lump sum fixed 
by competition and paid in advance 
for the exclusiye control of a certain 
area of timberland. Untilrecently no 
time limit for the removal of the tim- 
ber was fixed, and the lamberman 
could do as he pleased with his logs. 
There, is a sufficient amount of flexi- 
bility in the system to admit of in 
creases in timber dues payable by 
licensed limit-holders, but the right of 
the Government to raise them has 
been very sparingly exercised. 

Accovding to an announcement of 
policy made recently by the Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands, there is to 
be a very radical change of system in 
dealing with what remains of the tim- 
ber lands of the Province. The new 
departure will involve the establish- 
ment of timber reserves, the cutting 
of only such trees as are designated 
by the Government for that propose, 
the reforestation of arvas not adapted 
to agriculture, and the resumption by

The advance in the value of white 
ine lumber, of which Ontaric and 
Raves have almosta monopoly, has 
been of late years extraordinary rapid. 
The price of clear timber is to-day at 
least four times what it was a genera- 
tion ago, and culls now sell for almost 
as much as really good lumber would 
bring then. The stock of standing 
white pine has become smaller, and 
unless it is dealt with on some such 
method as the one announced it will 
canoer grow less. Itis much to 
egretted that the reforestation of 
the fire-ewept areas of the north was 
not taken up years ago. It takes half 
a century for a white pine to grow 
large enough to be profitably market- 
ed, and unless limit-holders adopted 
the conservative policy of the Govern- 
ment the supply of pine trees cannot 
last so long in the 
demand. It is fairly open to question 
whether, in view of the waste involved 
in the cutting of very small and rapid- 
ly growing trees, the Government 
should not forbid cutting below a 
minimum size. The Province is part 
owner of the pine until the stum 
dues are paid, and the amount of the 
dues varies according to the size of

t is perhaps impossible to estima

berths which have lapsed back to the 


Crown, but no time should be lost in 
looking up all old limits in the 
Laurentian and Huronian regions. To 
these extinct limits should be added 
old free-grant farms now abandoned, 
many of which are aeons 50 with 
young deciduous trees. With these 
the experiment of seeding with white 
pine might usefully be tried, and also 
with areas which have been burned 
over so completely as to leave no liv- 
ing trees to scatter seed for a second 
crop of pine. If reforestation is to be 
practised at all it should be commenc- 
ed mptly, resorted to extensively, 
and kept uppersistently. Noone now 
old enough to understand the new 
policy will be aliye to see much 
financial return from the outlay, but 
anyone of ordinary intelligence can 
understand that in process of time the 
new pine forests will ber ed as 
one of the most yaluable sources of 
Provincial revenue.

TO CLEAN RUGS AND CARPETS. 


Perhaps no one task is more diffi- 
cult to the average housekeeper than 
that of caring for the different floor 
coverings, and since the germ-theory 
has become an acknowledged part of 
every day education a floor covered 
with a soiled carpet is now regard 


ed as unsanitary. A carpet that is | 


only stightly soiled can be wonder- 
fay freshened by first sweeping it 
very thoroughly and then going over 
it with a cloth wrung frequently out 
of clean water, to which has been 
added a little ammonia. 

If ink is spilled on the carpet, 
wipe it up with absorbent cotten, 
then cover with salt; brush the salt 
off as it absorbs the ink and renew 
it dampening slightly.

4 cup cream. Saute (fry) the pota- 
toes, pared and sliced, with the oth- 
er vegetables, also sliced, in the but- 
ter 10 minutes, reserving 1 dessert- 
spoon of the butter. Add the cloves, 
salt, broth and parseley, and cook 
until the potatoes are tender; then 
press through a fine sieve.

Velvet Soup.~-One qt. of any good 
stock, 1 cup sweet cream, 1 tea- 
Spoon salt, 1 saltspoon pepper. Pour 
it boiling hot on the beaten yolks of 
4 eggs (less may be used if absolute 
if necessary), diluted with 3 cup 
milk or cream. Serve immediately. 
It is mistaken economy to use re- 
cipes calling for no eggs, cream, but- 
ter, etc. Wise is the housewife who 
studies food values, and chooses a 
fow well-cooked, nourishing dishes 
daintily garnished and served for 
each meal. Cream is an economy, 
not a luxury, when its nutritious 
properties are realized, often form- 
ing, with butter, the only fats taken 
into the system; since many people, 
especially growing children, never eat 
fat meat.

~ "Take as much well seasoned clear 
stock as you wish soup. Chop to a 
paste 4 Ib. beef liver, add 1 egg 
yolk, 4 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
white pepper, same of grated nutmeg, 
a dish of thyme, 1 cooking spoon of 
bread crumbs, 1 dessertspoon flour.

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ABSENT-MINDED MEN. 


Queer Things Done by Some of 
Them. 


What is absence of mind? The 
words, as generally used, have a 
Vague and relative rather than an 
absolute meaning. La Fontaine is 
generally spoken of as one of the 
most. absent-minded of men, and it 
is stated, as an illustration of this, 
that a fow days after attending the 
funeral of a friend he called at his 
house and asked if he were in. He 
was shocked on being told of 
friend's death, but presently, recov 
ering from his surprise, exclaimed : 
“True t true! I recollect now; I at- 
tended his funeral. 

The great thinker who overtopped 
all other men of ancient or modern 
times—the discoverer of gravitation, 
Newton—we should expect to find a 
very absent-minded man; and such he 
was. When he had friends to enter- 
tain he Would sometimes go into his 
study to got a bottle of wine and 
Straightway forget them. His friend, 
Dr. Stukely, called one day to see 
him, and Newton sent word that he 
would seo bim directly, but thought 
no more o“ the matter. The doctor 
who had come a long distance, wait- 
ed for some time and became very 
hungry. Seeing a fine roasted fowl 
on the table in the room into which 
he had been shown—wwhich had been 
placed there for the philosopher's 
dinner—-the doctor was unable to re- 
sist the clamorous craving of his 
appetite and attacked the fowl with 
such vigor that when, at last, the 
great man appeared there was not a 
morsel left. 1 protest, said New- 
ton, secing the empty platter, 1 
had forgotten that 1 had eaten my 
dinner, You see, doctor, how obli- 
vious we philosophers are !“ 

More abstracted even than Newton 
was Dr. Robert Hamilton, one ol 
the profoumdost philosophical think- 
ers of his day. One of his most 
notable works Was an essay on the 
national debt, which is said to have 
fallen like a bombshell upon the 
British parliament, or rather to have 
risen and illuminated its darkness 
like an orient sun. Let in public, 
it is said, the man was a shadow. 
He once pulled off his hat to his own 
wife in the strects and apologized for 
having the pleasure of her acquain- 
tance. He met his classes in coltege 
on a dark morning with one of his

A machine or implement, any where 
from a combined harvester to a 
simple cultivator or hay rake, neods 
frequent overhauling to keep all 
burs tight and adjustments and bear- 
ings in perfect condition, When this 
care is given in conjunction with 
necessary protection from the weath- 
er, the Hie of a machine will often 
be more than doubled, besides being 
much more effective and agreeable 
for the operator’s use. 

In one. respect riding machinery 
has an advantage over that not 80 
intended, since with the former it 
is more convenient to take the ma- 
chines to the tool house after each 
day's using, thus avoiding the wea- 
thering which sudden or prolonged 
storms often effect on machinery left 
in the fleld even when Intended-to be 
put into use 

_ THE FOLLOWING DAY. 
Machinery When thus brought to 
cover after each day's use is much 
more apt to be kept in ship shape 
condition; stormy days being avail 
able for this purpose, when if in the 
field they would be neglected. 

The best care and repair of ma- 
chinery calls for good and conveni- 
ent storage facilities. An ideal tool 
house is one of solid and durable 
construction, well lighted and made 
comfortable for working in during 
cold or stormy weather. The ar- 
rangement should be such that heavy 
machinery can be driven in at one 
door and out at another, to avoid 
shifting, 

With such a storage house con- 
taining work bench, vice, anvil and 
some well selected toals, supplies of 
assorted bolts, burs, etc., the ma- 
chinery bill may be economized to an 
extent little realized by the average 
farmer, besides the saving of much 
time, especially when that com- 
modity is money. Besides the sav- 
ing, there is also a distinct satisfac- 
tion in working with tools and ma- 
chinery thus well kept.

China. 


Mr. H. J, Whigham, who earned 
fame during the South African. War 
by his letters to the London Morn- 
ing Post, gives the following story 
of a courageous missionary who 
braved a city of Boxers: 

It happened while I was in China, 
just after the Boxers had torn up 
the Manchurian ratlway and were 
playing hanky-panky with law and 
order. The Russians had to stop 
this sort of thing, and they did it in 
their usual fashion by marching from 
city to city, destroying and looting 
as they went. 

On these expeditions they generally 
got a Protestant missionary to go 
with them, in most cases a Scotch- 
man or an Englishman, to act as in- 
terpreter. The missionaries were 
glad enough to go because they hop- 
ed to cheek in some measure the 
frightful excesses of the Russian sol- 
diery.

tions, astronomy can tell us certain 
things about the climate: and it is a 
matter of positive scientific know- 
ledwe that the climate is necessarily 
changing. though certainly note so 
fast as it seems to be doing in the 
common judgment 

Everyone should know that the 
season, Which now seem to be getting 
a Sort of push along, so. that every- 
thing comes a little later than its 
proper time. are due to the fact that 
the axis of the earth is tilted, 

Imagine the sun in the middle of 
this sheet and the earth going round 
it on the level of the paper. If the 
North Pole stuck straight up and 
the South Polo straight down, there 
would be no seasons; the climate at 
any given spot would be just the 
same all the year round, except that 
it would be a trifle warmer when 
the earth was near the sun than 
when it was a little further away. 

’ BUYING THE NORTH POLE. 

I remember reading in my school 
days a story in which Jules Verne 
took advantage of this fact. An en- 
terprising company bought the polar 
regions, which, of course, they got 
very cheap, as they were of no use 
to anybody. Then a mathematical 
director made a calculation of the 
amount of dynamite that would be 
needed to explode on a given spot 
on the carth’s surface, so that the 
axis of the earth might be altered 
by the shock. Then the North Pole 
would become the only really eligible 
part of the world to live in, amd the 
brilliant owners could sell at an un- 
heard-of profit. That was the idea, 
but in calculating the figures the in- 
genious gentleman had accidentally 
rubbed out a fow nothings on the 
blackboard with his elbow, thereby 
reducing the amount of explosive a 
few millions of times: so that, when 
the crash took place, the result was 
nil, 

Now, as a matter of actual fact, 
the direction of the carth’s axis is 
slowly but steadily altering, and 
therefore the correct answer to our 
question is in the affirmative—the 
climate is changing, This alteration 
in the carth’s axis gives rise to the 
astronomical phenomenon known as 
the ‘“‘precession of tho equinoxes,"’ 
but it would be absurd to pretend 
that it has caused any appreciable 
idifference in the climate within the 
memory of man. 25 

For another reason, also, the cli- 
mate is necessarily becoming colder. 
The earth is still cooling, and so is 
the sun. It is true that his solar 
majesty must have at least twenty- 
four millions of years before he ceas- 
es to glow, but navertheless he daily 
gives out a minute fraction less heat 
and light than ever before. The 
earth is going through the same pro- 
|cess, though, being much smaller, it 
is cooling much faster, and it has 
been calculated that it will not sup- 
port.life more than about three mil- 
lion years to come, 

Year by year, therefore, assuming 
that man's requirements remain the 
same, he will tend, reversing Jules 
Verne's story, to crowd more and 
more toward the tropics, and the 
temperate regions become too cold, 
and when the climate has changed 80 
jmuch that there will be terrible com- 
petition for the only decently warm 
place on the surface of the globe. 


SUN SPOTS.

One may be giving 
twenty-five and the other thirty 
dollars worth of milk, The chances 
are that the owner would not know 
there was a difference, yet the one 
may be merely paying for her feed 
while the other is giving the profit. 
No one can afford to keep cows for 
their board. Unless they yield pro- 
fit he is better without them but 
there is positively no way of detect~ 
ing the boarders except by weighing 
and testing the milk: In this way 
only can we improve our herds. and 
put them on a paying basis. How 
many farmers know what their cows 
are doing? They rockon, “‘cal- 
culate, and guess but they . do 
not know, until they do know they 
will never make much progress in 
dairying.

There is a plan, howevor, of which 
scientists seriously talk, and that is 
the utilization of the occan — tides. 
The drawback here is that direct 
power is obtainable only in two 
short daily periods, and the pro- 
blems of constructing storage ponds 
are as immense. For example, each 
square mile of a storage pond 
5,000 horsepower, which 
hardly pay for the investment. 

“It is only in exceptional spots, 
like the Bay of Fundy, where the 
‘tide runs forty fect high 
ditions, that the tidal powers can 
‘be taken serlously,”"’ says Cassler's 
| Magazine. 

‘“‘There,’” We are told, 
be possible to obtain, for two five- 
hour runs, more than 50,000 horse- 
power. per square mile of reservoir. 
A glance at a map will show that 
the inner extremity of the Bay of 
Fundy is almost u tidal lake, known 
as the Basin of Minas. At its out- 
let rise two great headlands, leas 
than three miles apart, while the 
| tide-race between them 
takes the full current for the basin 
within. This covers an area of 
more than 400 square miles, 
it is safe to say that through that 
narrow gap more than 200,000,000 
/ horsepower hours run daily to waste.

WHY FLANNELS SK. 


Flacnels or any acticles made of 
Wool are entirely diferent in their 
ultimate fibres from linen of cotton 
or any Vegetable fabric. The fibres 
are spiral in form and heat and cold 
and rubbing draw t up, while 
certain strong alkalies am to pro 
duce the same effect. It is, Wacrefore, 
necessary that flannels should be 
Washed in water of even temperature. 
wrung dry and rubbed as little aa 
possible. Rub when necessary with 
the hands and not on a board. Deo 
not put flennels outdoors to freeze in 
Winter, but bang them before the fire 
or in & warm room to dry as quick~ 
ly as possible, and they will not 
shrink. 

Shaped wool undergarments should 
be dried on wooden forms, the exact 
size of the garmenta when new. 
Stretched on these frames the flannel 
cannot shrink, and remains as long 
as it laste as good as new. Frames 
of thie kind cost about as much as 
good garments originally do, and 
will last a lifetime. 


BAKING PIES. 


Pies must be very carefully baked 
or they will be ruined. To cook a 
custard of any kind too long gives it 
that disagreeable hard-egg taste 
which requires careful watching to 
avoid. It is time to move this kind 
of a pie from the oven when the crust 
in cooked and the top of the pie is a 
light brown in color. But an apple 
custard does not brown and cooked 
too long the egg separates and wacys 
and the pie is spoiled. 

Pie crvst, to be fakey, should be 
mixed with ice cold water and kept 
as cool as possible until it is placed 
in the oven which should be quite 
hot. The cold air inclosed in the 
paste then expands quickly making 
it light and faky. Good pie makers 
have a marble slab to roll the paste 
on while one particular expert always 
retires to the cool depths of the cel- 
lar in Warm weather to make her 
pics.

Freenes is a prison for short- 
term convicts, and receives all males 
convicted and sentenced to short 
terms in the Department of the 
Seine.

AN IMMENSE CAPACITY. 

The prison hes a capacity for 
1,524 prisoners in separate contfine- 
ment, and for emergency four hun- 
dred can be imprisoned in associa- 
tion. There are, in another build- 
ing, 154 cells for the temporary so- 
journ of long-term prisoners who 
are about to be transferred or trans- 
ported to colonial prisons. This 
gives a prison capacity fer more 
than two thousand. 

The administration block is a lo'ge 
one, and completely equipped. The 
offices, kitchen, stores, and machin- 
ery plants are on separate fours 
There is a most compile system of 
electric tfams, which carry bod, 
stores, and even sick prisoners to 
any part of the prison. ‘two meals, 
cooked by prisoners who are under 
extremoly short sentences, are serve 
ed cach day, at 9 a.m. and 3.00 p. 
Breakfast consists of soup and 
bread. The dinners are more ela- 
borate and varied. 

The confinement is separate, 
most solitary, and with the excep- 
tion of the few employed in the kit- 
chen and laundry the prisoners rever 
see one another. They do not leave 
their cells for any purpose with face 
or head uncovered. When they go 
out for exercise or to receive visilors 
in the little cell-like parlors, of 
which there are six 
floor of each hall, they 
of white mesh, The hood is point- 
ed, and comes down over the should- 
ers, suggesting nothing sO inuch as 
a hangman's cap. 

The most interesting building 
within the Fresnes enclosure is 
chapel-school, with ‘its 252 sittings, 
separate and covered. From these 
boxes the prisoners can seo the priest 
or lecturer, and nothing more. At- 
tendance on religious service is not 
obligatory, and, though there is 
room in the chapel for only one 
sixth of the nuriber of prisoners, the 
capacitx has been found ample. 

INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 


In the last year an interesting ex- 
periment has been conducted by the 
Paris Society for Lecturing in Pris- 
ons. Lecturers are sent at frequent 
intervals, and such prisoners as de- 
sire may attend. The evil of drunk- 
enness is a favorite topic, and the 
authorities believe that the lectures 
have had some influence on the dim- 
inution of crime, which in France 
has been marked of late. Such a 
lecture with the audience peering out 
of separate boxes through four-inch 
openings, is indeed a strange sight. 

Some prisoners, by choosing the 

te confinement, are able to re- 
duce their sentence one-fourth, but 
the severity of the punishment hard- 
ly makes up for the shorter term. 
An English prison expert who has 
made an extensive study of the 
French system has this to say about 
11 — 

‘The perpetual wearlug of the 
hood to prevent him from seeing the 
face of his fcllow-man, and the open- 
ing of his window to the heavens 
above that he may not even look 
upon the face of the earth—all this 
tends to destroy any residuum of 
social instincts which few forms © of 
institution life strive sufficiently to 
foster. The desire for the compan- 
ionship of our kind is a craving as 
urgent, if not as immediate, as a 
craving for food. While just as 
bodily health suffers when the indi- 
vidual is deprived of food, so does 
the mental health suffer when one is 
deprived of companionship.”

Sequel to the Cruelties in 
Congo Free State. 


It murder will out“ in the indi- 
vidual sense, so, too, it will in. the 
national sense. For years rumors of 
hideous cruelties perpetrated on the 
natives of the Congo Free State have 
filtered through to the outside world. 
The tales came first from mission- 
aries, and attracted little attention; 
but other travellera confirmed them 
and added to them. 

Finally a young English army of- 
‘ficer, who knows the country and 
the conditions by actual experience, 
wrote a book which shocked all Eng- 
land by its revelations. Other men 
besides missionaries are roused when 
they hear of eighty human hands 
drying over a single fire—native 
hans severed as penalty for not 
bringing in enough rubber.

His majesty’s 
minister to Belgium has handed to 
the Belgian foreign minister a copy 
of a note addressed by Great Britain 
to the signatory powers of the Ber- 
lin act. The note calle attention to 
practices In the Free State which are 
contrary to the spirit of the act 
such practices as compulsory labor 
and military service, and the abuses 
which go with the system of mono- 
poly known as domaine prive. It 
is, of course, impossible to tell what 
the outcome will be, but some alle- 
Viation of the condition of the na- 
tives is probably. 

The incident is interesting from a 
Political as well as from a humane 
point of view. The Congo Free 
State is really the creation of the 
powers. Before 1884 the only gov- 
ernment Was a commercial associa- 
tion founded by King Leopold 
Belgium to exploit the Congo basin. 
His project, however, was threaten- 
ed by the energy of Portuguese, 
French and other explorers, and in 
order to confirm his power he was 
instrumental in calling together what 
has since been known as the Berlin 
Congress. 

International recognition 6f tho 
Free State as a sovereign govern- 
ment was thus secured, but only in 
consideration of promises which made 
for civilization and the safety. and 
happiness of the natives. The break- 
ing of these ‘promises gives to the 
Sienatories a power of interference 
such as not often exists in interna- 
tional affairs.

ANIMALS DID OF GRIEF 


DOGS ARE MORE FAITHFUL 
THAN HUMAN BEINGS. 


Some Have Pined to Death After 
the Loss of Their oved 
Master. 

It is often said that animals have 
proved themselves times without 
mumber to be quite as faithful if not 
more so than human beings, and 
that this is 80 bas been borne out 
by fa ts; for, though it is compara- 
tively seldom that one bara of any- 
body dying of a broken heart, there 
are mary instances of animals that 
base pined to death after toe loss of 
has beloved master, and that have 
given their lives for others. 

Both dogs and horses are capable 
| of the most devoted aflection; the 
‘story of Glendower's faithful dog, 
who defended his master's child from 
Wolves ring his absence and was 
killed by him under a misapprelen- 
sion, has been familiar to us all 
hom childhood. Less well known, 
however, is the story of a water- 
spaniel belonging to a French magi 
trate during the Revolution who, be- 
ing suspected of Royalist sympathies, 
Was imprisoned and condemned to 
death. His dog accompanied him to 
the Bastilo, but was not allowed to 
enter, Day after day the devoted 
animal took up his position outside 
the prison door in the vain hope of 
newing his master, till at last the 
gaolr’s heart was touched, 
took the dog into the cell for a few 
minutes, . 

in future, each day at precisely the 
game hour the spaniel put in an ap 
pearance, and after spending some 
moments licking the prisoner's hand 
he would leave of his own accord. 
The poor dog was present at his 
master’s execution, walked by the 
side of his body as it was taken to 
the grave, and laid himsclf down on 
the spot. After two or three davs 
some neighbors, finding out where he 
was, forced him’ to eat some food 
and took him away to their home,

After his execution his body 
Was placed at the edge of a precipice 
as a Warning to rebels, and nobody 
but his dog had the courage to ap- 
iproach it. For three days the noble 
janimal kept

of Sabinus was subsequently thrown 
into the Tiber the dog sprang after 
it into the river, and perished in his 
attempts to keep it above water. 

One has often heard of horses that 
have refused to leave their masters 
who hae been killed in battle, but 
there is only one instance on record 
of'a horse that caused the death of 
its owners opponent.
